The center is expected to have 
facilities for training 40 individ: 
uals and is expected to have a 
staff of 30, 13 of these teachers. 
The 1962-63 budget for mairiten- 
ance is $176,588, salaries and 
wages; $50,366, operating expens- 
es; $3,300, equipment. It is ex- 
pected that some of this revenue 
will be spent in Albany. 

Administrative Officer Turner 
had this to say concerning thé 
center: “As you are aware, from 
the press, the State is proceeding 
with preparations of plans for 
the Orientation Center for the 
Blind on Adams Street in Albany, 
Early this week, Mr. Williams of 
the State Department of Publie 
Works, Division of Architects, 
visited this office with some pré- 
liminary plans for the Orienta- 
tion Center. He indicated that the 
plans were quite preliminary at 
this stage, however, they do re- 
flect more nearly what will be 
constructed than the initial 
sketches prepared in late 1961. 

“In reviewing these plans, it is 
evident that certain changes have 
been made from the original lay- 
out which would create problems 
with respect to possible future 
streets within the community.
